MINISTRY OF FOOD PROCESSING INDUSTRY 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 25th September, 1989 

S.O. 752 (E) .—In exeriise of the powers conferred by section 19 of the Rice 
Milling Industry (Regulation) Act, 1958 (21 of 1958), and in supersession of the 
Order of the Government of India in the Ministry of Food Processing Industries 
No. S. O. 552 (E), dated the 19th July, 1989, except as respects things done or 
omitted to be done before such supersession, the Central Government hereby 
directs that the powers exercisable under section 5 of the said Act to grant per¬ 
mits for the establishment of new rice mills or for recommencing rice 'milling 
operations in defunct rice mills shall, in the State of Tamil Nadu, be exer¬ 
cisable by the Secretary to the Government of Tamil Nadu, Cooperation, Food 
and Consumer Protection Department instead of Commissioner of Civil Sup¬ 
plies of that State. In exercise of the said power the Central Govt, hereby dele¬ 
gates to die Secretary to the Govt, of Tamil Nadu, Coopepration, Food and 
Consumer Protection Department in respect of that State the powers under 
clauses (c) and (d) of sub-section (3) of section 8 of the said Act, in relation 
to the rite mills situated in the State of Tamil Nadu. 
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2 . In exercise of the powers conferred by section 9 of the said Act the Central 
Govt, hereby authorises, for the purposes of as certaining the position or exa¬ 
mining the working of any rice mill or for any other purpose mentioned in 
the said Act or the rules made thereunder, the Secy, to the Govt, of T. N. 
Cooperation, Food and Consumer Protection Deptt. instead of Commissioner of 
Civil Supplies, of the State of T. N„ in respect of the said State.
